Open Skies Agreement Celebration 



WASHINGTON, DC, March 30 -Secretary Clinton delivered remarks celebrating the negotiations between the United 
States and 100 Open Skies countries that enable airlines to operate more freely. "Open Skies agreements not only 
allow us to cross great distances ... but also to open up markets, create jobs, allow people in far-removed countries to 
interact, share information, and build businesses together/' Secretary Clinton said. The United States has achieved 
Open Skies agreements with over 100 partners from every region of the world and at every level of economic 
development. On President Obama's recent trip to Latin America, the U.S. concluded a new agreement with Brazil, the 
101st Open Skies partner.
